RULES CONGRESSMAN 


VIOLATED NO LAW 


CASE OUTGROWTH OF RE- 


PUBLICAN ROW IN TEXAS 


BETWEEN FACTIONS 


SAN ANTONIO, Mar. 23. 


(AP)—Federal Judge Du- 
val West sustained today a 
motion to quash the indict- 
ment of Harry M. Wurz- 
bach, charged with the re- 
ceipt of political contribu- 
tions from federal employes 
during the 1926 Republican primary 
campaign. John D. Hartman, fed- 
eral district attorney, excepted to 
the court's ruling and cave notice 
of appeal to the United States su- 
preme court. 
The indictment 
charged that 


Wurzbach received and was con- 
cerned in receiving $100 from H. M. 
Holden, United States district at- 
torney at Houston; $25 from H. F. 
Geyer, and $50 from Ernest Keu- 
dell, San Antonio 
railway mail 
clerks, for his campaign for 
the 
Republican nomination as congress- 
man from the Fourteenth district In 
1926. 


Judge West expressed the opinion 
that if the law prohibiting contri- 
butions by federal employes to the 
campaign funds of congressmen ex- 
tended to a primary campaign, It 
was unconstitutional, "and I so de- 
cide this 
indictment should be 
quashed and the motion sustained," 
Judge West said. 


Hugh R. Robertson, defense at- 
torney opened action by reading 
section 208 of the 
United 
States 


criminal sode, under which the in- 
dictment was returned. The sec- 
tion says, in part: 


"It is unlawful for any represen- 
tative or senator to directly or in- 
directly solicit 
or receive funds 


from federal employes for political 
purposes." 


"We attack the indictment on 
two points," said Robertson. "First, 
that section 208 is not applicable to 
primary campaigns and congress 
never intended it to be." 
The second point made in the 


motion to quash was that 
the 
criminal code does not embrace 
political contributions for cam- 
paigns for national, and not for 
election, then the article is uncon- 
stitutional.

he session was started by Chair- 
man McNary with the statement 
he had received no indication from 
President Hoover as to his views on 
the subject, but he was sure the 
president would co-operate with the 
committee as the hearings proceed- 
ed.Senator McNarv said also that 
Secretary Hyde, who was unable to 
present his views at the first meet- 
H^R, would be invited to appear la- 
. With the declaration that "we 
all -want" to pass legislation ac- 
ceptable to President Hoover. Mc- 
Nary read into the record portions 
of Mr. Hoover's speech on the farm 
problem delivej-ed at St. Louis dur- 
ing the camnaign. The chairman 
was asked 
by Senator 
Caraway, 


Democrat, 
Arkansas, 
-whether 


President Hoover had planned to 
set forth the details of his views on 
farm .questions and McNary replied 
the president was leaving the mat- 
ter to the committee. 


"Has he expressed or shown any 


disposition to be onposed to farm 
legislation at this time?" Caraway 
asked. McNary replied in the neg- 
ative. 


The committee then settled down 


to hearin gtestimony from 
farm 


leaders. The first, -witness 
was 
Senator 
Brookhart. 
Republican. 


Iowa., who is advocating a laree 
subsidy from 
the treasury with 


which to buy up surplus crops. 


The greater part of the morning 


session was devoted to testimony by 
Senator Brookhart, in support of 
his plan for a huge subsidv with 
which the government would buy 
up crop surpluses and would fix 
the price of farm products on a 
bads of 5 percent in excess of the 
cost of production.

VERDUN DEFENDER 
DIED SATURDAY IN 


FRENCH CAPITAL 


PARIS, March 
23.—(.TV-General 


Maurice Emmanuel Sarrail. one- 
time "defender of Verdum" 
and 


former high commissioner in Syria, 
died today at the age of 72. 


Sarrail who commanded the third 


French army at the first battle of 
the Marne and was decorated with 
the military medal for his tena- 
city in holding Verdum and the 
heights of the Meuse, died this af- 
ternoon, just three days after his 
chief, Marshal Foch. 


The general had been ill for three 


weeks with a liver complaint which 
because serious on the very day 
that Marshal Foch 
died. 
Today 


death for the second time visited 
the ranks of France's famous war- 
time leaders and General Sarrail 
died quietly with his wife at his 
bedside. 


General Sarrail perhaps was best 


known as "the man who bombard- 
ed Damascus." and for his share In 
the Druse rebellion. 


His record before Verdun at the 


head of the Third 'French army 
during the battle of the Marne and 
in 1917 as commander-in-chief of 
the Allied trooops in the Balkans 
was overshadowed before the world 
at large by his activities as French 
high commissioner to Syria in 1925. 
Even in France people spoke of 
him as "Sarrail of Damascus." 


He acquired a liking fr the poli- 


tical life while military command- 
er of the chamber of deputies from 
1902 
to 1904. Since then he was 


prominent in the councils of 
the 


radical party. A staunch man of the 
"lefts," he was twice candidate .for 
parliament and defeated both times. 
He was placed on the retired list as 
a general of division by the nation- 
alist government of Clemenceau in 
1918. 


When the radical party came into 


power with Herriot in 1924, Sarrial 
was appointed high commissioner 
to Syria, replacing General Wey- 
gand, whose policies were unac- 
ceptable to the radicals. 
The new 


high commissioner, a free thinker, 
refused to attend the religious cere- 
mony given in his honor at Beirut 
by the Catholic clergy of Syria and 
thereby incurred the enmity of that 
party.

But his activities in politics and 


his close association 
with former 


Premier Caillaux. who was under 
suspicion of trying to overthrow 
the republican regime at that time, 
caused Sarrail tobe sent to the Bal- 
kans as commander-in-chief of the 
Allied troops in December. 1916. 


As high commissioner of Syria,. 


General Sarrail's refusal to receive j 
the delegates of the Druses, asking 
for the removal of the governor of 
their province, sent that warlike 
tribe into open 
rebellion. 
Then 


came the disaster to the column of 
General Mlchaud marching upon 
Soueida. when the French lost more 
than 2,000 killed, and 
the entire! 


French army dispersed. 


Sarrail had made his headquar- 


ters in Damascus and 
tried 
to 


smooth over the 
difficulties with i 


the Arabs by diplomacy. 'When the | 
city went on open rebellion during 
his absence the commissioner up- 
on his return, 
immediately 
gave 


orders to shell the quarter held by 
the rebels. The bombardment last- 
ed nearly two days.

claimed more than 500. including 
women and children, were killed. 
Sarrail's official reports placed the 
dead at 76.

Fame and honor were the 


rewards of many who had a 
part in that collos.sal trag- 
edy, the World war. But 
when the estimates were 
made and the awards were 
meted out the recipients did 
not all share alike. There 
•were battle heroes, national 
heroes, international heroes 
and world heroes. 


Towering above them all 


as a world idol was Marshal 
Ferdinand Foch, generalis- 
simo of the allied armies 
and 
co-ordinator of those 


overpowering forces which 
in 1918 swept back the Ger- 
man 
hordes 
and restored 


peace and security to all the 
world. 


After a brilliant army ca- 


reer beginning with 
the 


Franco-Prussian war, Foch, 
at the battle of the Marne 
of September, 19-14, maneuv- 
ering under General Joffre, 
held 
the 
center 
of 
the 


French 
line with 120,000 


men opposed to 200,000 Ger- 
mans. Both his wings were 
driven back, but he made a 
terrific attack on the en- 
emy's center, broke the Ger- 
man line and saved the day. 
It was but an incident char- 
acteristic of the life and mili- 
tary genius of the man. He 
became supreme command- 
er of the allied troops on the 
Western front 
in 
March, 


1918, and the long war came 
to a close eight months later. 


America 
grieves 
with 


France at the passing of this 
great military leader. 
Her 


loss is felt by the people of 
the United States as their 
loss. Towards Marshal Foch 
there is a sentiment here 
akin to that ever aroused by 
the name of Lafayette. Of 
all France's great men these 
two have been adopted by 
the American people as their 
own. 
The 
acclaim given 


Foch on his tour of the Unit- 
ed States in 1921 is unequal- 
ed in American history. 


Typical

wish that there be no more 
wars. He was a fighter at 
a time when fighting seem- 
ed necessary and inevitable, 
fighting with the hope that 
he was warring for peace 
and world security. 


Great men are born of 


epochs. Foch

He, too, now be- 
longs to history.

stuck her nose twenty feet into 
the sea and her stern ten feet into 
the air and dived to her grave in 
Eigsbee deep with 2400 cases of 
liquor.

west coast, the, main contending 
forces began slowly to close upon 
each other in Central Mexico.

General Evarlsto Perez, military 
governor of the state of Nayarit, 
adanvcing northward, surprised the 
small rebel garrison at Rosario, 40 
miles south of Mazatlan, late yes- 
terday and in a brief 
brisk en- 


counter captured the city. 
Three 


rebels were killed. 


Government announcements said 
that when the federal troops put in 
their appearance the rebel forces 
had all the citizens lined up with 
hands In 
the 
air submitted to 
search for money and valuables. 
The town was thoroughly looted. 


Its capture was believed here to 


have cut short any threat of a 
rebel advance into the state of Ja- 
lisco where, with Guadalajara in 
their possession they would have 
constituted a definite threat at the 
Calles rear. 


The Perez forces were the ad- 


vance guard of the army of Gen- 
eral Lazaro ^Cardenas, the body of 
which was at Irapuato, en route 
here from Torreon, Cohuila. 


Meanwhile General Jaime Car- 


rlllo, commanding the federal gar- 
rison at Mazatlan, reported a par- 
tial cessation of the heavy fighting 
which continued for two days there. 
Rebel reports of capture of the city 
created a small flurry at Chapulte- 
pec Castle here but at midnight last 
night communication was reestab- 
lished with Carrillo who reported 
"no change." 


In the north General Juan An- 
dreu Almazan moved his forces as 
far north as Bermejillo about thirty 
miles north of Torreon, In what 
was considered the first move to 
purge Chihuahua 
of 
the rebels. 


More than a hundred miles of rail- 
road track were torn up between 
Torreon and Chihuahua City and it 
was believed the

Fighting Awaited 


NOGALES, Ariz.. March 25.—W 


—News of the battle at Mazatlan 
was anxiously awaited at Nogales, 
Sonora, revolutionary headquarters, 
today. 


Claims were made at headquar- 
ters last night that the rebels had 
taken the key city of the Mexican 
West Coast and that Gen. Jaime 
Carrillo, its defender, had taken re- 
fuge on the federal gunboat Prog- 
reso in Mazatlan harbor. 


An eye-witness account of the 


first 36 hours of the battle was re- 
layed to the border bv H. Tarkins- 
ton Dowden, Associated Press writ- 
er, whose report indicated that up 
to 8 o'clock Saturday 
night the 


fighting had been heavy but inde- 
cisive. 


Dowden described a red-hot at- 
tack by rebels upon a cemetery 
from which the federals had been 
firing. A vicious 20 minute thrust 
drove the federals out from behind 
the tombstones and the rebels took 
possession of the burial ground Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


Federals Hold Mazatlan. 
WASHINGTON. March 25.—WV- 
Ambassador Morrow at Mexico City 
told Secretary Kellofre: over 
the 


telephone today that he understood 
the besieged city of Mazatlan still 
to be in possession of federal troops 
and the fighting was over for the 
present.

MEMBERS SUPREME 


COURT FACING AN 
IMPEACHMENT TRIAL 


T U L S A LEGISLATOR, AD- 
JUDGED IN CONTEMPT OF 
COURT DOMINANT FACTOR 


OKLAHOMA CITY. Mar. 


22. (AP) — Impeachment 
articles 
alleging incompe- 


tency, wilful neglect of du- 
ty, corruption in office and 
offenses involving moral tur- 
pitude against three justices 
of the state supreme court 
were reported to the Okla- 
homa house of represena- 
tives today by its investigat- 
ing committee. 


Eleven articles 
-were 
reported 


against Chief Justice Charles W. 
Mason, ten against Justice Fletcher 
Riley and 11 against Justice J. W. 
Clark. 


The report was filed by J. A. Pat- 


terson, chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee which investigated the su- 
preme court. 


Charges Against Chief Justice 
The charges against Chief Justice 


Mason alleged: 


That he accepted as a bribe a 


$4,000 automobile. 
That he permitted persons other 


than members of the supreme court 
to write supreme court opinions. 


That he corruptly attempted to 


prevent administration of justice 
to serve his friends. 


That he distorted facts in the su- 


preme court clerk's office. 


That he filed a corrupt opinion 


prepared by a supreme courC com- 
missioner. 


That 
he corruptly entered 
a 


scheme with Fred P. Branson, at 
the time chief justice, of the su- 
preme court, to compel the sale of 
Branson's property at an exorbi- 
tant figure. 


That he caused to 
be printed 


copies of a dissenting opinion of 
Branson excoriating a 
printing 


firm. 


That he participated in consider- 


ation of an injunction case forbid- 
ding the attempted impeachment 
session of the legislature in 1927, 
from which he was barred by in- 
terest and bias. 


That he "availed himself of un- 
:air and improper protection of the 
supreme court" to escape prosecu- 
tion of a contest of his election. 


That he convlved with "political 


lawyers" and expunged or altered 
public records to conceal wrongful 
acts corruptly to the debauchery of 
the supreme court. 
That he is guilty of incompetency 


and wilful neglect of duty in en- 
couraging lobbying and participat- 
ing in "unethical, illegal, unlawful 
and terroristic acts of oppression." 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 22.— 


CP)—Charles W. Mason, chief justice 
of the state supreme court, today 
faced the Ironic possibility of step- 
ping down from the bench of a sen- 
ate court of 
impeachment, over 


which he presided during the trial 
resulting in the removal of Henry 
S. Johnston from the governor's of- 
fice, to confront charges of im- 
peachment directed against him- 
self. 
This possibility lay in the fact 
that the house of representatives 
general investigating committee to- 
day was expected to place bafore 
the house, for 
consideration. 32 


charges directed against Chief Jus- 
tice Macon and Justices Fletcher 
Rilcy and J. W. Clark. The charges 
were adopted by the general com- 
mittee at the conclusion of an in- 
vestigation by a house sub-commit- 
tee, 
covering almost two months' 


time. 
The fact that the general commit- 


tee had adopted the charges, in an 
executive session, and proposed to 
place then before the house today 
was revealed by Homer Paul, of 
Pauls Valleys, a member of the sub- 
committee which has been investi- 
gating the judiciary branch of the 
state government. 


Ruled Session Illegal. 


Chief Justice Mason and Justices 


Riley and Clark were members of 
the court which late in 1927 hold 
members of the eleventh legislature 
had not authority to convene in 
special session to investigate John- 
ston, then governor, 
and 
other 
state departments. It was in ac- 
cordance with the opinion handed 
down at that time that Johnston 
called the national guard to prevent 
legislators meeting at the self-con- 
vened session. 


O. O. Owens, Tulsa legislator who 


conducted the greater part of the 
questioning of witnesses, long has 
been a political foe of the state su- 
premo court. This enmity, emerg- 
ing from a maze of litigation in- 
volving one of Owen's many oil in- 
terests, follows a two year trial 
through baffling legal catacombs. 


Owens, in 1927, was cited for con- 


tempt by the state supreme court, 
and after a long struggle, was ad- 
judged in contempt, sentenced to 
12 months in the Oklahoma county 
jail, and fined $5,000. 


Wins Hollow Victory. 


Owens sought and won a writ of 


habeas corpus before the criminal 
court of appeals, but at the time 
this was a hollow victory, for it 
brought that 
court—the 
highest 


criminal court of the state—and 
the supreme court into one of the 
most baffling legal tangles over the 
question of jurisdiction, in the his- 
tory of the state. 


The courts stood, gripped In a 


deadlock, until the case was appeal- 
ed to the United States circuit 
court of appeals, where Judge Asa 
Van Valkenburgh as an individual 
judge, handed down an opinion af- 
firming the action of the supreme 
court, adjudging Owens in con- 
tempt. 
Owens then appealed the 
case to the circuit court as a whole, 
and now is under bond pending ac- 
tion on the case by the entire court 
membership.

"The cow, the sow, and tho h"n 


on every farm" was tho principle 
of success for the American farm- 
er expounded by Dr. L. D. LeGear, 
poultry and livestock export, in an 
address to a large number of farm- 
ers and poultry enthusiasts at the 
Chamber of Commerce 
Saturday 


afternoon. 
Saturday's meeting con- 


cluded a three-day stay in Navarro 
county for the visiting veterinari- 
an.W. Roy Christian, secretary 
of 


the chamber of commerce, called 
the meeting to order and presented 
Dr. LeGear. 
The doctor gave a 


brief sketch of his early days in 
Texas in his introductory remarks. 
Coming to the main text uf his lec- 
ture, the 
speaker 
asserted 
that 


some of the cotton farmers might 
take issue with his statements. 1 ut 
each of them had been proven on 
his experimental farms 
near St. 


Louis. 
'"The cow. the sow, and the hen" 


on every farm will make the Amer- 
ican agriculturists independent, if 
they will undertake 
the business 


with a desire to make a success. It 
is not necesrarv for the man with 
his flocks snd herds to raise all his 
feed on his own farm to make a 
success, although it will aid. 
He 


pointed out that 
the 
California 


poultry raisers, am! also those of 
Denmark, buy cheap feed in Tex- 
as and In other places in the Unit- 
ed States, ship it to their poultry 
and dairy farms, and then ship the 
produce back to the, same locali- 
ties and compete In price with the 
farmers of that place. The reason 
assigned was that these people had 
more and better 
chickens 
and 


cows. 
Vision Is Unfolded. 


Thirty years ago a chicken was 


only regarded as an animal having 
a monetary value of about twen- 
ty-five cents. But a 
vision has 
reached the farmers. 
Dr. LeGear 


asserted, and today every effort is 
being made to increase their val- 
ue through the use of incubators, 
brooders, proper feeds, and houses, 
and proper remedies for common 
ailments. 
He complimented 
the 
Arcady 


farm on their fine herds, and also 
told of his visit to the Singleton 
farms in Ellis county. There is a 
\arger profit in chickens than there 
is Jn dairying, the doctor, asserted, 
but the two industries work nicely 
hand in hand. Skim milk is worth 
$2.00 a hundre when it is fed to 
chickens when eggs are worth thir- 
ty cents a dozen. 


Breed is not the determining fac- 


tor of the success of either poultry 
or dairying, the doctor asserted, 
but it is the family strain, and in- 
fluence of well-blooded stock. Any 
number of breeds of either chick- 
ens or cows will prove profitable. 
Taking up the poultry problem, 


he declared that Texas was lenient 
in .backing the industry in its state 
institutions. 
Cleanliness counts in 


the incubator room particularly and. 
aids with the chickens at all times.' 
He then described and exhibited a 
model chicken house, which he as- 
serted would aid in profitably rais- 
ing chickens. 


The house should face the south. 


be about 20x20 feet in size, with 
the entire front open to admit all 
the air and sunshine possible. The 
hduse should be substantially, al- 
though not necessarily, expensive- 
ly covered. 
A house of this size 


will care for 100 to 150 hens in Tex- 
as. 
Should Be Yarded. 


Chickens should be yarded up to 
secure the best results, since this 
is the only way in which the feed- 
ing may be regulated, and if the 
chickens are allowed to wander 
everywhere they will secure more 
of their natural ration, grain, than 
will produce the best results. Mash, 
he aserted, is the food that produces 
the eggs. 
Proper care of the chickens and 
regular culling will also prove prof- 
itable, according to Dr. 
LeGear. 


and recommended that 
fifty 
per- 
cent of the stock be disposed of 
each'year. He asserted that a good 
hen would pay dividend^ of about 
55 to $10 a year above the cost of 
feeding. 


Women, he asserted, have taken 
the lead in the industry and then 
men should co-operate with them in 
making the raising of chickens pay. 
Texas is an ideal poultry country, 
he asserted, because of the scarcity 
of parasites, availability of 
feed, 
and suitable soil. 


The poultry industry in the Unit- 


ed States last year amounted to a 
billion and a quarter dollars, while

FARMERS RUSHING 
CORN PLANTING AND 


PREPARATION W 


FEW SPRING OATS PLANTED; 
CORN PLANTING MANY DAYS 
LATE; SEASON IN GROUND 


Farm work in all sections of the 


country is being rushed this week 
and if the prevailing fair weather 
continues, corn planting will be 
finished and preparation 
for 
the 


next cotton crop well under way. 


Recent rains and the exceptional- 


ly cold weather during February 
delayed corn planting in this coun- 
ty from 15 to 20 days. Under no}- 
mal conditions corn is planted dur- 
ing the last week in February and 
the first 10 days of March but 
a 


small percent of the land had been 
prepared at planting: time this year. 


The exceptionally fine season in 


the ground now will bring corn up 
and start it growing with no delay 
at all. If anything like favorable 
weather is had during the/ferowing 
period corn will make almost 
as 


well as if planted earlier. 


Very few spring oats were plant- 


ed on account of the cold rams, 
sleet and snow which fell during 
the regular planting season. Fall 
oats and the spring grain that was 
planted look fine and prospects for 
a good crop are bright at this time. 


Sorghum, sudan grass, and other 


tame hay crops will be planted to 
make up for the loss of feed en- 
tailed by the small arount of small 
grain planted. 


A number of communities are be- 


coming interested in the dairy in- 
dustry and bull circles have 
been 


organized, more cows have been se- 
cured and the county Is gradually 
taking its place among the leaders 
in this industry. 


Indications are at 
the present 


time that the cotton acreage In this 
county will be considerably 
in- 


creased. Land that would have been 
planted in corn, grain and other 
feed crops if favorable weather had 
preaviled will be planted in cotton. 
Another reason given for the in- 
crease in acreage was the excep- 
tionally lavge crop gathered in this 
county last year and the prevailing 
prices. 


There were 94,901) bales ginned in 


this county from the 1928 crop ac- 
cording to the last report issued by 
the government as compared with 
73,857 bales from the 1927 crop, an 
increase of 21,052 bales, This coun- 
ty was fifth In production last year, 
being exceeded only by Ellis, Mc- 
Lennan, Williamson and Hill coun- 
ties. 


In some sections of the county 


preparations for the cotton 
crop 


has been started and a large amount 
of land has already been prepared 
while in others very little has-been 
done. Taken as a whole the farm- 
ers are considerably behind with 
their work, but will soon catch up if 
fair -weather continues. 


Very little cotton, as a rule, Is 


planted before 
the last week 
in 


March and the first week m April 
even if weather conditions are fav- 
orable. On numerous occasions in 
this county the bulk of the cotton 
crop 
was not planted until the 


latter part of April and large areas. 
especially in the lowlands were not 
planted until the first of May or 
later. Cotton planted around the 
15th of April or even later usually 
produces just as well as that plant- 
ed earlier and it is rare occasion 
-indeed that this county fails to pro- 
duce a good cotton crop.
